en clothing and bedding to 50,000 -of 
the most needy refugees and has nl.1;a 


i trades, farm ing and education. These 
j boys will be prepared to act as leiul-

the place of the artisans, industrial 
leaders and teacherir who were klllexl. 


"Of [ho 300,000 refugees In the Cau- 


casus and the conquered provinces of 
Turkey, 250.000 are without employ- 
ment and dependent upon charily.

To Meet the Undersea Menace. 


It is quite possible that flic sinking of the transport Antilles 


by a German submarine, ugly as it was, may prove a blessing 
in disguise. 
It lias concenlralei.1 attention on the fact thu't the 


submarine lias nut yet been overcome and is still a force to be 
reckoned with, and plans for meeting it are already under way 
which promise much for (he safeguarding of American ship- 
ping against the greatest danger that ever infested the seas. 


The sinking of the Antilles cost between sixty and seventy 


lives. 
What the toll would have been if the ship had been 


caught on (he wa>\to Europe with its load of soldiers, instead 
of on the way home with comparative!}' few people on board, 
is too hqrrible for contemplation. 


The Fleet Corporation of the United Stales Shipping Board 


is now considering plans for lessening the danger from sub- 
marine attacks, and chief of these is a plan (o build ships which 
will sink slowly, if at all, thus giving an opportunity for saving 
life such as is impossible in the case of a vessel that can go 
down in five minutes, as the Antilles did. 


It is claimed tin's can be done by equipping ships with a 


system of bulkheads which will defy a single torpedo and keep 
the vessel afloat long enough to permit those aboard to disem- 
bark safely, even though two or three torpedoes find their 
mark. To do this would cost money, bat if is believed thai !!• 
worth of the improvement would be far greater than the cost. 
The Fleet Corporation makes no chum of being able to pro- 
duce a non-sinkable ship, but is confident that it can produce 
vessels which will sink slowly, if at all, thereby adding greatly 
to the safety of those on board when the hour of trial comes. 


If such a thing as this is possible (he matter of cost should 


not and must not stand in the way. The submarine is a merci- 
less and terrible foe and must be met by every means at the 
command of (he American people. 


One change, the propriety of which must be obvious lo all, 


has already been decided upon. Tl'iis is that hereafter all 
transports and merchant vessels carrying supplies to our sol- 
diers in France are lo be manned and commanded by naval 
men instead of civilians. The latter are all right for the work 
of'handling ships so long as the sailing is clear, but naval men 
will Wo better in the presence of (rouble, and it is eminently 
proper that under present conditions they should be in charge 
of our foreign shipping for the transportation of soldiers and 
their supplies. 


The submarine is a hideous menace, but it cannot win Ihe 


war.for Germany! On the contrary, it has converted most of 
the nations of the world into enemies of lhat country, which is 
face lo face with overwhelming defeat, however long the 
humiliation may be deferred.
